I think the main reason this is happening
is because of the lid bill that we passed the other day on
subdivisions. We talked about 4 percent cuts to the counties
and the cities. 1 think it was even lower than that. Anyway,
we think...we believe that the cuts should be close to those
figures. And 1 understand the position of the Appropriations
Committee, but 1 think with the action that we took the other
day on the 1id bill, 1 think it"s our responsibility to make
sure the budget 1is in shape on Final Reading. You know it and 1
know it that if it won"t be the Governor will have a feast with
his red ink. And 1 think it"s our responsibility to take care
of that. And those are the only words 1 have. I have great
respect for the people on the Appropriations Committee, the
people 1"ve talked to, and we®"ve been up front with Senator
Wehrbein, and he®"s visited with the Appropriations Committee.
Hopefully, 1if this motion would pass that they would take a good
look at the budget. Thank you.
